Gaining Ground 


New 
York—I AP)—-The 
cam- 


paign for greater uniformity of 
state traffic laws has been gaining 
ground, but the opportunities are 
still greater for a motorist to end 
up in a morgue or jail by observ- 
ing the laws of his own state on 
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the highways of another. 


While the nationwide 
traffic 


slaughter last year dropped to the 
lowest in automotive history (9.8 
deaths per million vehicle miles), 
the experts are far from feeling 
comfortable, with 30,000,000 cars 
and trucks already on the road and 
more and speedier models coming 
off the assembly line. 


This year at least 27 state legis- 


latures have made changes in their 
traffic and highway safety laws, 
an Associated Press survey shows. 
The President's highway safety 
conference reported that 21 have 
adopted one or more of the pro- 
visions of the uniform vehicle code 
which the 
experts 
have been 


recommending since 1925. 


4 States Demand Tests

Stretching the Dollar 


The trend in retailing has been 


toward lower distribution costs 
and smaller margins of profit. As 
an example, it was recently re- 
ported that overall mark-up m 
one city for grocery, "ieat 
andl 


produce" dealers was as low as 
10% per cent, while operating costs 
consumed 8 per cent. 


All kinds of retailers have been 


studying ways and means of cut- 
ting expenses and putting econo- 
mies into effect. The chains have 
been leaders in the undertaking, 
and the independents have follow- 
ed the trend. This is retailing's j 
way of meeting the tough cost-of- 
livmg problem. It has no control 
over wholesaler prices. What it 
can and is doing is to reduce the 
spread between the price paid the 
manufacturer and the price charg- 
ed the consumer. 


As a result, price increases have 


been less than would otherwise 
have been the case. That may not 
seem much of a service to con- 
sumers who have been struggling 
to make shrinking 
dollars buy 


more. But it has undoubtedly re- 
sulted in saving a great many bil- 
lions of dollars for the American 
people. BetaUing alone' can't stop 
inflation — but it does help re- 
strain it. 


It is any man's guess when — 


and if — prices will come down. 
Recent developments indicate that 
there is little immediate hope for 
reversing the wage-price spiral. 
But, regardless of what may hap- 
pen, retailing will give the con- 
sumer the best possible return for 
ihis money. 


Consumers' Needs Studied 
In a recent address, Dr. Paul 


H. Nystrom, Professor of Market- 
ing at Columbia University, said 
that one characteristic of present- 
day retail merchandising has been 
greater interest in the- consumer. 


That interest lias been shown 


in many forms. One form has been 
been the effort of retail stores 
to hold down prices as much as 
possible. Another has been their 
negotiations with manufacturers 
to improve qualities. Still another 
has been the very great improve- 
ment that has 
taken place 
in 


methods of display and packag- 
ing. And lately, there has been 
increased emphasis 
in training 


sales personnel so that they will 
better understand and meet the 
needs of the consumer. 


Elsewherje in his talk Dr. Nys- 


trom forecast that competition will 
rise sharply — but that prices 
will remain high for a long time 
to come.
